2. Qualifications for appointment as recovery officer.—A person shall not be qualified for appointment as 
recovery' officer, unless he.— 


(a) is enrolled or is qualified to be enrolled as an ads ancc under the Advocates Act. 1961 (25 of 1961); 

(b) is in the regular service oi an approsed institution as an officer; and 

(c) has experience as an officer of one or more approsed institutions for at least fisc y ears or has practiced as 
an advocate for at least three years. 

3. Term of office of rccos ery officer.—The rccos ery officer shall hold office for such term, not exceeding three 
years as the Central Government may specify and shall be eligible for re-appointment: 

Provided that the recovery officer shall, notw ithstanding the expiration of his term, continue to hold office 
until his successor enters upon his office. 

4. Resignation by a recovery officer.—A rccos ery officer may. by w riling under his hand addressed to the Central 
Government, resign at any time 

Provided that the recos cry officer shall, unless he is permitted bv the Central Gosernment to relinquish 
office sooner, continue to hold office until the expiry of three months from the date of receipt of such notice 
or until a person duly appointed as a successor enters upon his office, which cs er is earliest. 

5. Removal of rccos ery officer from office in certain circumstances.—The Central Government in consultation 
ss ith National Housing Bank may remove from office any recos cry officer, who— 

(a) has been adjudged an insolvent; or 

(b) lias been convicted of an offense which. in the opinion of the Central Gosernment. invols cs moral turpitude: 
or 

(c) has become physically or mentally incapable of acting as such recos erv officer; or 

(d) has acquired such financial or other interest as is likely to affect prejudicially his functions as a Recovery 
Officer; or 

(e) has so abused his position as to render his continuance in office prejudicial to the public interest: or 

(0 has resigned or. for any reason, rcinos cd or dismissed from the service of the approsed institution of sshich 
he is an employee; 

Pros ided that where a rccos ery officer is proposed to be remov ed on any of the grounds specified in 
clauses (b) to (c). the recovery officer shall be informed of the charges against him and given reasonable 
opportunity of being heard in respect of those charges. 

« 6. Oath of office and recovery.—Ev ery person appointed as recov ery officer shall, before entering upon his office, 

make and subscribe an oath of office and secrecy in Form I and Form 11 annexed hereto 

7. Other conditions of service,—The salary and allowances and other terms and conditions of service of a 
recovers officer in respect of matters for which no provision is made m these rules shall be the same as may for the time 
being be applicable toother employees of the approsed institution of a corresponding status and shall continue to be 
paid the approved institution of which lie is an employee 
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8 . Interpretation —If any question arises relating to (he interpretation of these rules, the same shall be referred 
to the Central Government for its decision.

1987 (53 
ofl987). the Central Government hereb\ makes the follow ing rules, namelv — 

CHAPTER I 
Prcliminarv 

1. Short Title and Commencement—(1) These rules mav be called the Housing Finance Institutions Debt Recov erv 
Appellate Tribunal (Procedure) Rules. 2002 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant to the sublet or context.— 

(a) “Act” means the National Housing Bank Act. 1987 (53 of 1987). 
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(b) "agent” means a person duly authorised by a party to present application or to give reply on its behalf to 
the Appellate Tribunal. 

(c) "appeal ' means an appeal made to the Appellate Tribunal under section 36S of the Act: 

(d) “appellant" means a person or an approved institution making an appeal to the Appellate Tribunal under 
section 36S of the Act. 

(c) "Appellate Tribunal” means an Appellate Tribunal established by Central Government under section 
36-1 of the Act: 

(f) "legal practitioner” shall have the same meaning as assigned to it in the Advocates Act 1961 (25 of 1961); 

(g) "Presiding Officer" means the Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal: 

(h) "recovery officer" means an officer appointed by the Central Government under section 36D of the Act: 

(i) "Registrar " means die registrar of an Appellate Tribunal and includes an olficcr of such Appellate Tribunal 
who is authorised by the Presiding Olficcr to function as Registrar; 

(j) "Registry " means the Registry of the Appellate Tribunal; 

(k) all other words and expressions used and not denned in these rules but defined in the Act shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act 

3. Sittings of Appellate Tribunal.—An Appellate Tribunal shall hold us sitlings-cithcr at headquarters or at such 
other place falling within its jurisdiction as it may consider convenient. 

4. Language of Appellate Tribunal.—(l)thc proccditigsofthc Appellate Tribunal shall be conducted in English 

or Hindi 

(2) No appeal, reference, application, representation, document or other matters contained in any language other 
than English or Hindi, shall be accepted by the Appellate Tribunal, unless the same is accompanied by a true copy of 
translation thereof in English ot Hindi. 

5. Procedure for filing appeals.—(1) A memorandum of appeal shall be presented in the prescribed Form by the 
appcllent cither in person to the Registrar of the Appellate Tribunal w ithin w hose jurisdiction his case falls or shall be sent 
by registered post addressed to such Registrar. 

(2) Where the apcllant is an approved institution, a memorandum of appeal may be preferred.— 

(a) by one or moire legal practitioners authorised by such approved institution; or 

(b) by any of the officers of such appro\cd institution to act as Presenting Officers, 
and every person so authorised may present the appeal before the Appellate Tribunal. 

(3) Where the appellant is other than an approv ed institution, he may prefer an appeal m person or by his agent 
or b> a duly authorised legal prnctioncr 

(4) An appeal sent by post under sub-rule (1) shall be deemed to have been presented to the Registrar on the 
day on which it is received in the office of the Registrar 

(5) The appeal under sub-rule (I) shall be presented in four sets in a paper book along w ith an empty file size 
envelope bearing full address of the respondent and where the number of respondents arc more than one. 
then sufficient number of extra paper book toghether w ith empty file si/c env elopes bearing full addresses 
of each respondents shall be furnished by the appellant. 

6 . Presentation and scrutiny of memoirundum of appeal.—(I) The Registrar shall endorse on every appeal the 
date on which it is presented under rule 5 or deemed to have been presented under that 1 tile and shall sign endorsement. 

(2) If. on scrutiny, the appeal is found to be in order, it shall be duly registered and given a serial number. 

(3) lfan appeal on scrutiny is found to be defective and the defect noticed is formal in nature, the Registrar may 
allow the appellant to rectify the same in his presence and if the said defect is not formal in nature, the 
Registrar, may allow the appellant such lime to rectify the defect as lie may deem fit 

(4) I f the concerned appellant fails to rectify the defect within the time allowed in sub-rule ( 3 ). the Registrar may 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writitng. decline too register such memorandum of appeal 

(5) An appeal against the order of the Registrar under sub-rule (4) shall be made w lthin fifteen days of making 
order to the Presiding Officer concerned in his chamber, whose decisions, shall be final 

7. Place of filing memorandum of appeal.—The memorandum of appeal shall be filed by the appellant with the 
Registrar of the Appellate Tnbubnal having jurisdiction in the matter. 

8 . Payment of Fee.—Every memorandum of appeal under section 36S of live Act shall be accompanied with a 
prescribed fee and such fee may be remitted cither in the form of crossed demand draft drawn on a nationalised bank in 
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favour of the Registrar. Housing Finance Institutions Debt Recovery Appellate Tribunal.(Place) and payable at the 

station where the Registrar’s office is situated or remitted through a crossed Indian Postal Order drawn in favour of the 

Registrar Housing Finance Institutions Debt Recovery Appellate Tribunal.(Place) and payable in Central Post Office 

of the station where the Appellate Tribunal is located. 

9. Deposit of amount of debt due.—Where an appeal is preferred by a borrower, such appeal shall not be 
entertained by the Appellate Tribunal unless such person has deposited with the Appellate Tribunal seventyfive per cent 
of the amount of debt so due from him as determined by the rcco\ cry officer under section 36F of the Act. provided that the 
Appellate Tribunal may. for reasons to be recorded in writing, wan e or reduce the amount to be deposited under section 
3'T of the Act. 

10. Contents of memorandum of ap|>eal.—(1) E\ ery memorandum of appeal filed under rule 5 shall set forth 
concisely under distinct heads, the grounds of such appeal w lthout am argument or narrativ e, and such grounds shall be 
numbered consecutively and shall be typed in double line space on one side of the paper 

(2) It shall not be necessary to present separate memorandum of appeal to seek interim order or direction if in 
memorandum of appeal, the same is pray ed for. 

11. Documents to accompany memorandum of appeal.—(1) Every memorandum of appeal shall be in 
quardiplicatc and shall be accompanied with two copies (at least one of w hich shall be certified copy) of the order of the 
recovery officer against which the appeal is filed. 

(2) Where the parties to the appeal arc being represented by an agent, documents authorising him to act such 
agent shall also be appended to the appeal : 

Pro\ ided that w here an appeal is filed by a legal practitioner, it shall be accompanied by a duly executed Vakalatnama 

(3) Where an approved institution is being represented by any of its officers to act as Presenting Officer before 
the Appellate Tribunal the document authorising liirn to act as Presenting Officer shall be appended to the memorandum of 
appeal 

12. Plural remedies.—A memoranum of appeal shall not seek relief or reliefs based on more than a single cause 
of action in one si nglc memorandum of appeal unless the rel iefs pray ed for are consequential to one another or arising from 
the same order of the recovery officer. 

13. Endorsing copy of ap|>eul to the respondents.—A copy of the memorandum of appeal and paper hook shall 
be served on each of the respondents, as soon as they are filed, by the Registrar by registered post. 

14. Filing of reply to the appeal and other documents by the respondent.—(1) The respondent may file four 
complete sets containing the reply to the appeal aloflgwtth documents in a paper book form with the Registry within one 
month of the service of the notice on him of the filing of the memorandum of appeal 

(2) The respondent shall also endorse one cops of the rcplv to the appeal along w ith documents as mentioned 
in sub-rule (1). to the applicant 

(3) The Appellate Tribunal may in its discretion on application by the respondent, allow the filing of reply 
referred to in sub-mlc (1). after the expiry of the period referred to therein. 

15. Who may be joined as respondent.—(1) In an appeal by a person other than an approv ed institution, the 
approved institution w ho has to recover any debt from the person under section 36E of the Act. before the recovery officer 
against whose order the appeal has been preferred, shall be made the respondent to the appeal. 

(2) In an appeal by an approv cd institution the other party shall be made the respondent to the appeal. 

1 rt. Date and place of hearing to be notified.—The Appellate Tribunal sliall notify the parties the date and place 
of hearing of the appeal in such a manner as the Presiding Officer may by general or special order direct. 

' 17. Dress Rules for the Presiding Officer and for the Representatives of the Parties.—(1) Summer dress for 
the Presidin'’ Officer shall be w lute pant with black coat and a black lie ora bultoned-up black coat. In winter, striped or 
black lion mav be worn in place ofw lute trousers. In the case of female Presiding Officers, however, the dress shall be 
black coal o\ er w lute sarce. 

(2) The dress for the agent of the parties (other than a rclal ivc or regular employee of the appellant or respondent) 

appearing before the Appcllnlc Tnbunal shall be the follow ing. namely — 

(a) In the case of a male, a suit with a tic or bulloncd-up coal over a pant or national dress that is a long 
bultoncd-up coat on dhoti or churidar pyjama The colour of the coat shall, preferably, be black 

(b) In the case of female, black coat ov cr white or any other sober coloured sarce 

(c) Where, however, the agent belong to a profession like that of lawyers or a chartered accountants and 
tlicv iiav c been prescribed a dress for appearing in their professional capacity before any court, appellate 
tribunal, tribunal or other such authority, they may at their option, appear in that dress, in hen of the dress 
mentioned above. 
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(3) All other persons appearing before the Appellate Tribunal shall be properly dressed. 

18. Order to be signed and dated.—(1) Ev ery order of the Appellate Tribunal shall be in w nting and shall be 
signed and dated by the Presiding Officer of the Appellate Tribunal. 

(2) The order shall be pronounced in open court. 

19. Publication of orders.—The orders of the Appellate Tribunal as are deemed fit for publication in any 
authoritative report or the press may be released for such publication on such terms and conditions as the Appellate 
Tribunal may lay down, 

20. Communication of orders.—Every order passed on an appeal shall be communicated to the appellant and 
to the respondent and to the recovery officer concerned cither in person or by registered post free of cost. 

21. Fee for inspection of records and obtaining copies thereof.—(1) A fee of rupees t\\ cniv for every hour or 
pan thereof of inspection subject to a minimum of rupees one hundred shall be charged Tor inspecting the records of a 
pending appeal by a party thereto. 

(2) A fee of rupees five fora folio or pan thereof not involving typing and a fee of rupees ten for a folio or part 
thereof inv olv ing ly ping of statement and figures shall be charged 

22. Orders and directions in certain eases.—The Appellate Tribunal may make such orders or give such 
directions as may be necessary or expedient to give effect to Us orders or to prevent abuse of its process or to secure the 
ends of justice 

23. Working hours of the Appellate Tribunal.—(I) Except on Saturday s. Sundays and other public holidays, 
the officers of the Appellate Tribunal shall, subject to tiny other order made by the Presiding Officer, remain open daily from 
10 a m. lob 00 p. m but no work, unless of an urgent nature, shall be admitted after 4.30 p m. on any working day. 

(2) The sitting hours ofthc Appellate Tribunal shall ordinanlv be from 10 30 a.m. to 1.00 p.m and 2.00 p.m. to 
5 00 p.m subject to any order made by the Presiding Officer. 

24. Effect of holiday.—Where the last day for doing any act falls on a day on which the office of the Appellate 
Tribunal is closed and by reason thereof the act cannot be done ohlliat day. u may be done on the next day on which that 
office opens. 

25. Powers and functions ofthc Registrar.—(1) The Registrar shall have the custody of the records ofthc 
Appellate Tribunal and shall exercise such other functions as arc assigned to lum under these rules or by the Presiding 
Officer by a separate order in vv riling. 

(2) The official seal shall be kept in the custody of the Registrar 

(3) Subject to any general or special direction by the Presiding Officer, the seal ofthc Appellate Tribunal shall 
not be affixed to any order, summons or other process, save under the authority in writing from the Registrar. 

(4) The seal of the Appellate Tribunal shall not be affixed to any certified copy issued by the Tribunal save 
under the authority in writingolThc Registrar 

2(>. Additional powers and duties of Registrar.—In addition to the powers conferred elsewhere in these rules, 
the Registrar shall have the following powers and duties subject to any general or special orders of the Presiding Officer, 
namely 1 - 

(1) to receive all appeals and other documents . 

(2) to decide till question arising out of the scrutiny of the appeals before they arc registered ; 

(3) to require any appeal presented to the Appellate Tribunal to be amended in accordance with the rules . 

(4) subject to the directions of the Presiding Officer to fix date of hearing of the appeals or other proceedings 

and issue nonces thereof. 

(5) direct any formal amendment of records . 

((>) to order grant of copies of documents to parties to proceedings ;

G.S.R. 339(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred b> Section 54A of the National Housing Bank Act. 1987 (53 
of 1987). the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely — 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Housing Finance Institutions Debt 
Recovery Appellate Tribunal (Salaries. Allowances and other Terms and Conditions of Sen ice of the Presiding Officer) 
Rules. 2002 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication m the Official Gazette 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context oiheru isc requires.— 

(a) "Act” means the National Housing Bank Act. 1987 (53 of 1987), 

(b) "Presiding Officer” means a person appointed as Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal under Section 
36J of the Act. 

(c) All other words and expressions used and not defined nr these rules but defined in the Act shall ha\ e the 
meanings respectively assigned to them m the Act 

3. Salary.—The Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal shall be paid a salary m the scale of pay' of Rs 18.400—22.400 

Provided that in the case of an appointment of a person as a Presiding Officer, w ho has retired as a District Judge, 
or who has retired from service, under the Central Government or a State Gov eminent and w ho is in receipt of or has receiv ed 
or has become entitled to receive any retirement benefit by way of pension, gratuity, employer s contribution to the 
Contributory Provident Fund or other forms of retirement benefits, the pay of such Presiding Officer shall be reduced by the 
gross amount of pension or employer's contribution to the Contributory Pro\ ident Fund or any other form of retirement 
benefit, if any. draw n or to be drawn by him 

4. Deputation duty allowance.—If a person holding the post on a regular basis in the scale of pay of 
Rs 18,400—22,40(1 is appointed as Presiding Officer of a Appel late T ribunal on tenure basis and holds hen in his parent 
cadre, he shall be paid a salary' in the scale of pay specified in rule 3 plus a deputation duty allowance at a rate as are 
applicable to Group ' A' officers of the Central Gov eminent draw mg an equiv alent pay 
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5. Dearness allowance and city com|>cnsatory allowance.—The Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal shall be 
entitled to drawn dearness allowance and city compensatory allowance at the rate admissible to Group A’ officers of the 
Central Government drawing an equivalent pay. 

6 . Leave,—The Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal shall be governed in matters relating to his rights in 
respect of leave by the Central Civil Services (Leave) Rules. 1972 

7. Leave sanctioning authority.—The President of India shall be the authority competent to sanction leav e to the 
Presiding Officer of the Appellate Tribunal. 

8. Pension/Provident Fund.—In case a serving Judge or an Officer of the Central Government or State Government 
is holding the post of Presiding Officer, the service rendered in the Appellate Tribunal will count for pension to be drawn in 
accordance with the rules of the service to which he belongs. He shall also be governed by the Provisions of the General 
Provident Fund (Central Services) Rules. 1960. In all other cases, a person shall be entitled to Contributory' Provident Fund 
(India) Rules. 1962. 

9. Travelling allowances.—The Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal while on tour or on transfer (including 
the journey undertaken to join the Appellate Tribunal or on the expiry of his terms with the Appellate Tribunal to proceed 
to his home town) shall be entitled to the travelling allowances, daily allow ances, transportation of personal effects and 
other similar matters at the same scales and at the same rates as arc applicable to Group A - ’ officers of the Central 
Government drawing an equivalent pay. 

10. Leave travel concession.—The Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal shall be entitled to leave travel 
concession at the same rates and at the same scale as are applicable to Group A' officers of the Central Government 
drawing an equivalent pay. 

11. Facility of conveyance.—The Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal shall be entitled to a staff car and one 
hundred and fifty litres of petrol every month or actual consumption of petrol per month, whichever is less. 

12. Accommodation.—(1) Every person appointed as a Presiding Officer of an Appellate T ribunal shall be eligible, 
subject to availability, to the use of official residence from the general pool accommodation of the type admissible to a 
Group A’ officer of the Central Government, who is w orking at the place w here such Appellate Tribunal is located and 
drawing an equivalent pay on payment of the licence fee at the rates specified by the Central Government from time to time. 

(2) Where the Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal occupies an official residence beyond permissible period, 
he shall be liable to pay additional licence fee or penal rent, as the case may be, and he shall be liable to eviction in 
accordance with the rules applicable to Central Government serv ants. 

(3) Where the Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal does not avail of facility' of official residence under sub- 
rule (1), he shall be entitled to House Rent Allowance as admissible to Group ‘A' officers of the Central Government 
drawing equivalent pay. 

13. Facilities for medical treatment.—The Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal shall be entitled to medical 
treatment and hospital facilities as provided in the Contributoty Health Service Schemes Rules. 1954 and in places where the 
Central Health Serv ices Scheme is not in operation, the said Presiding Officer shall be entitled lo the facilities as prov ided 
in the Central Services Medical Attendance Rules. 1994, 

14. Residuary provision,—Matters relating to the conditions of services of the Presiding Officer of an Appellate 
Tribunal with respect to which no express provision has been made in these rules shall be referred in each case to the 
Central Government for its decision and the decision of the Central Government thereon shall be binding on the said 
Presiding Officer. 

15. Power to relax—Subject to the provisions of Section 36N. the Central Government shall have power to relax 
the provisions of any of these rules in respect of any class or categories of persons.

—In exercise of the powers conferred b\ .Section *>4 A of the National Housing Bank Act, 1987 (54 
of 1987), (he Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely — 

I. Short Title and commencement. —( I) These rules may be called the Housing Finance Institutions Debt 
Recovery Appellate Tribunal (Procedure for Appointment as Presiding Officer of the Appellate Tribunal) Rules. 2002. 

(2) They shall come into lorcccon (hedateof theirpublicrition in die Official Gazette. 

2 Definitions. —In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires.— 

(a) Act" means the National Housing Bank Act 1987 (44 of 1987). 

(b) "Appellate Tribunal” means the Appellate Tiibuual established under section 3 (> -1 of the Act: 

(c) Presiding Officer" means a pci son appointed as Presiding Officer of an Appellate Tribunal under section 
4(>J ol the Act. 

(d) all other words and expressions used and not defined in these rules but defined in the Act salill have the 
meanings i especti\ elx assigned to them in the Act 
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3. Method of appointment under section 36J of the Act.—(1) For the purpose of appointment to the post of a 
Presiding Officer, there shall be a Selection Committee consisting of— 

(1) die Chief Justice of India or a Judge of the Supreme Court of India as nominated by the Chief Justice of India: 
fii) the Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs); 

(iii) the Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of Law and Justice. 

(iv) Special/Additional Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance. Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs (Banking Division), or an officer not below die rank of Joint Secretary in tlie Banking Division 
nominated by tlie Special/Additional Secretary in the Banking Division, who shall also be die convenor of 
die Selection Committee. 

(v) Chairman. National Flousing Bank. 

(2) The Chief Juslice of India or die Judge of die Supreme Court shall be die chairman of the Selection Committee. 

(3) Any diree members of die Committee including die Chairman shall form a quorum for meeting of die Committee. 

(4) Tlie Selection Committee may devise its own procedure for selecting a candidate for appointment as Presiding 

Officer. 

(5) Tlie Selection Committee shall recommend persons for appointment as Presiding Officxer from amongst tlie 
persons on the list of candidates prepared by die Ministry of Finance after inviting applications Uiereforbv advertisement. 

(6) The Central Government shall on die basis of the recommendations of the Selection Committee make a list of 
persons selected for appointment as Presiding Officer and the said list shall be \alid for a period of two years. Tlie 
appointment of a Presiding Officer shall be made from the list so prepared 

4. Medical Fitness.—No person shall be appointed as a Presiding Officer unless he is declared medically fit by a 
Medical Board to be constituted bv tlie Central Government-for the purpose unless he has already been declared fit by an 
equivalent authority. 

5. Interpretation.—If any question arises relating to die interpretation of these rules the same shall be referred to 
the Central Government for its decision 

(i. Sating.—Nothing in dtesc rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided lor the Scheduled Castes. Scheduled Tribes, other Backward Classes. Ex-serviceman and other special 
categories of persons' in accordance w ith the orders issued by die Central Government from time to time in this regard. 

7. Oaths of office and secrecy.—E\ cry person appointed to be Presiding Officer tinder section 36J oT tlie Act shall, 
before entering upon his office, make and subscribe an oath of office and secrecy in the Forms annexed hereto.

G.S.R. 341(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 54A of the National Housing Bank Act. 1987 (53 
of 1987), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

CHAPTER I 

1 (■ ' 

Preliminary 

1. Short Title and commencement—(1) These nilcs may be called the Housing Finance Institutions (Procedure 
for Recovery of Dues) Rules, 2002. 

(2) They shall conic into forcce on the date of their publicat ion in the Official Gazette, 

2 Definitions.—In these rules,unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) ‘Act" means the National Housing Bank Act, 1987 (53 of 1987): 

(b) “agent" means a person duly authorised by a party to present application or to give reply on its behalf to 
the recovery officer: 

(c) "applicant" means an approved institution or a person making an application to the recovery officer under 
Section 36E: 

(d) "application” means an application made to the recovery officer under Section 36E: 

(d) all other words and expressions used and not defined in these rules but defined in the Act salill have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

CHAPTER II 

Procedure of filing application before the recovery officer 

3. Language.—(I) The proceeding by the recovery officer shall be conducted in Hindi or English. 

(2) No reference, application, representations, documents or other matters contained in any language other than 
Hindi or English shall be accepted by the recovery' officer, unless the same is accompanied by a true translation thereof in 
Hindi or English. 

4. Procedure for filing application.—(I) An application shall be presented in prescribed form by Die applicant in 
person or by his agent or shall be sent by registered post, to the recovery officer within whose jurisdiction his ease falls, 

(2) An application sent by post under sub-rule (I) shall be deemed to have been presented the day on which it is 
received by the recovery officer. 

(3) The application under sub-rule (I) shall be presented in two sets, in a paper book along with an empty file size 
envelop bearing full address of the respondent and where the number of respondents is more than one. then sufficient 
number ol extra paper books together with empty file size envelops bearing lull address of each respondent shall be 
furnished by the applicant. 

5. Scrutiny of applications.—(I) Recovery Officer shall endorse on ev ery application the dale on which it is 
presented or deemed to have been presented under rule 4 and shall sign endorsement. 

(2) II, on scrutiny, the application is found to be in order: it shall be duly registered ;uid given a serial number. 

(3) If the application, on scrutiny, is found to be defective and the defect noticed is formal in nature, the recovery 
officer may allow the applicant filing it to rectify the defect in his presence and ir the said defect is not formal in nature, the 
recovery officer may allow the applicant such time to rectify the defect as he may deem 111. 

(4) II the concerned applicant fails to rectify the defect within the lime allowed in sub-rule (.3). the recov ery officer 
may be order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, decline to register the application. 
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6. Place of filing application*.— The application shall be filed by the applicant with the recovery officer within 
whose jurisdiction the borrower actually and voluntarily resides, or carries on business, or personally works for gain, or the 
cause of action wholly or in part arises 

7. Contents of application. —(1) Every application filed under rule 4 shall set forth concisely under distinct heads, 
the grounds for such application and such grounds shall be numbered consecutively and shall be typed in double space on 
one side of the paper 

(2) It shall not be necessary to present separate application to seek interim or ad-intenm order or direction if m the 
original application the same is prav ed for 

(3) Documents accompany ing the application shall be neatlv tv ped in double space on one side of the paper or 
legible photocopies thereof, duly attested bv an officer of the approv ed institution, and numbered accordingly The 
Recovery Officer may summon the original of the documents as and w hen it is considered necessary 

8. Notice to the borrower.—(1) The notice u liich is required to be served on the borrower under Sub-section (1) of 
Section 36F sliall be in the prescribed form 

(2) Ev ery such notice shall be accompanied bv a cop\ of the application and paper book filed bv the applicant 
under rule 4 

(3) The notice shall be sen ed by delivering a copv to each of tire respondent or to his authorised agent, or when 
such service cannot be so effected bv affixing a copy of tire notice on some conspicuous part of his residence or bv 
registered post or bv such other mode as ma\ be decided b\ the rcco\ er\ officer 

9. Filing of reply and other documents by the respondent—(I) On receipt of the notice, the respondent may pay 
die amount specified in die notice or file two complete sets containing die reply to die application as to w h\ the relief prayed 
for should not be granted along with documents in a paper book form w ith the recovery officer w nil in a period of ninety 
days from the date of service of the notice on him 

(2) The respondent shall also serve one copv of the reph along w idi documents as mentioned in sub-rule (1) to die 

applicant 

(1) The recovery officer ma\ at any tunc for sufficient reason order diat am particularfactorfactsmav be proved 
by affidavit or that the affidavit of am witness may be read at die hearing on such conditions as the rccov erv officer thinks 
reasonable 

Prov idcd that w here it appears to the recoven officer (hat either applicant or defend,uit desires the production of 
a witness for cross-examination, and dial such witness can be produced an order shall not be made authorising die 
evidence of such witness to be given by affidavit 

(4) If the respondent denies Ins liability to pay die claim made bv the applicant, the rccov en’ officer may act upon 
the affidavit of the applicant who is acquainted vv ith the facts of the case or w ho has on verification of dicrccord sworn the 
affidavit in respect of the contents of application and die documents as cv idencc 

(5) If the respondent fails to filethe reply under sub-rule (1) of on the date fixed for hearing of die application, die 
recovery officer may proceed forthw ith to pass such order on the application as lie thinks fit 

CHAPTER ID 

Proceedings of Reeov ery Officer 

10. Date and place of hearing to be notified.—(1) The rcco\ cn officer shall notifv die p.irtics die dale and place of 
hearing of the application in such a maimer as he may bv general or special order direct 

(2) The recovery' officer shall endeavor to hear theapphcalion at the place from where the loan was disbursed to 
die borrower 

11. Order to be signed and dated.—E\ erv order of die recov cn officer shall be in w rilmg and shall contain die date 
when the order was signed and pronounced 

12. Communication of orders to parties.—E\ cry order passed on an application shall be communicated to the

13. Orders and directions in certain cases.—The rccov cn officer inav make such orders or give such directions 
as may be necessary or expedient to give effect to his orders or to prev cut abuse of its process or to secure the ends of 
I ust ice 
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CHAPTER IV 

Review of orders by Recovery Officer 

14. Review. —( 1 ) Any party considering itself aggrieved by an order made by the recovery officer on account of 
some mistake or error apparent on the face of the record desires to obtain a review of die order made against him, may apply 
for a review of die order to the recovery officer which had made die order. 

(2) No application for review shall be made afterthe expiry of a period of diirty days from die dateof communication 
of die order and no such application shall be entertained unless it is accompanied by an affidavit verifying the application. 

(3) Where it appears to die recovery officer that there is no sufficient ground for a review, he shall reject the 
application but where the recovery officer is of opinion that die application for review shall be granted, he shall grant die 
same: 


Provided tiiat no such application shall be granted vvitiiout previous notice to die opposite party to enable him to 
appear and to be heard in support of die order, a rev iew of w hich is applied for. 

CHAPTERV 
Miscellaneous 

15. Fee for ins|iection of records and obtaining copies thereof.—(I) No fee shall be charged for inspecting die 
records of pending application by a party. 

(2) All costs to be incurred in obtaining copies of the document desired by a party shall be recovered from such 
party by the recovery officer. 

16. Working hours of the office of Recovery Officer.—(1) Except on Saturdays, Sundays and other public 
holidays, die office of die recovery officer shall, subject to any order made by him. remain open daily from 1(1 am. lo 6.00 pin. 
but no work, unless, of an urgent nature, shall be admitted after 4.30 put. on any working day. 

(2) The working hours of die office of the recovery officer shall be displayed at prominent place in his office. 

17. Sitting hours of the Recovery Officer.—(1) The recovery officer shrill regulate Ills own sitting hours. 

(2) The sitting hours of the recovery officer shall be displayed at prominent place in his office. 

18. Effect of Holiday.—Where the last day for doing any act falls on a day on which the office of die recovery 
officer is closed and by reason thereof the act cannot be done on that day. it may be done on the next day on which that 
office opens. 

IV. Staff of the Recovery Officer.—(I) The approved institution, die officer of which is appointed as die recovery 
officer, shall provide the recovery officer with such of its oilier officers and employees as that institution may think fit. 

(2) Such other officers and employees shall discharge their functions under the general superintendence of die 
recovery officer. 

20. Seal and emblem.—The official seal and emblem of the recovery officer shall be such as die Central Govern¬ 
ment may specify.

NATIONAL HOUSING BANK 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi 7th May. 2002. 

G.S.R. 342. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 55 of the National Housing Bank Act, 1987 (53 of 
1987). the National Housing Bank, with llic previous approval of the Reserve Bank of India and in consultation with the 
Central Government, hereby makes Uic following regulations, namely:- 

1. Short Title and Commencement.—(1) These regulations may be called the National Housing Bank 
(Recovery of Dues of the Approved Institutions) General Regulations. 2002. 

(2) They shall come into force on (he dale of theirpublication in the Official Gazelle. 

2. Definitions.— In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "Act” means the National Housing Bank Act. 1987; 

(b) "agent” means a person duly authorised by a party to present application or to give reply on its behalf 
to the recover)' officer or to the Appellate Tribunal at the ease may be: 

(c) "appeal" means an appeal made to the Appellate Tribunal under section 36S of the Act, 

(d) "appellant” means a person or an approved institution making an appeal to the Appellate Tribunal under 
Section 36S of the Act: 

(c) "applicant" means an approved institution or a person making an application to the recovery offlccrunder 
section 36E. 

(0 "application" means an application made to llic recover)' officer under section 36E. 

(g) "Registrar" means the Registrar of an appellate Tribunal and includes an officer of such Applellate 
Tribunal who is authorised by the Presiding Officer to function as Registrar. 

(h) "Registry” means the Registry ofthc AppellatcTribunal: 

(i) all over words and expressions used and not defined in these regulations but defined in the Act shall have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them in the Act. 
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3. Form of application.—Every application to the recovery officer for recovery of dues under section 36E of the 

Act shall be in Form No. 1. 

4. Documents to accompany the application.—Every application under regulation 3 shall be accompanied by a 
paper book containing— 

(1) a statement showing details of the assistance due from a respondent and the circumstances under which 
such an assistance has become due; 

(li) all documents relied upon by the applicant and those mentioned in the application: 

(Ui) Index of documents: and 

(iv) where the parties to the suit orptocecdings are being represented by an agent, documents authorising him 
to act as such agent. 

5. Form of Notice to the borrower.—A notice of demand to be served on the borrower under sub-section (1) of 
■cction 36F rtiall be in Form No. 2. 

6. Form of appeal.—Eveiy memorandum of appeal to tire Appellate Tribunal under section 36S of the Act shall 
be in Form 3. 


7. Fee,—The amount of fee payable in respect of appeal under section 36S shall be 1 % of the amount due subject 
to a minimum of Rs. 2,500/- and a maximum of Rs. 30,000/-. 

Procedure in Sales- of Immovable Properties 

8. Sale and proclamation of sale.—(1) The recovery officer may direct that any immovable property mortgaged or 
assigned to the approved institution as security for any assistance in respect of which default has been made or such 
portion thereof as may seem necessary to satisfy the dues of the approved institution together with all costs, charges and 
expenses incurred by the recovery officer, shall be sold. 

(2) Where any immovable property is ordered to be sold, the recovery officer shall cause a proclamation of the intended 
sale to be made in the language of the district where the property is situate. 

9. Contents of proclamation. —( 1 ) A proclamation of sale of immovable property shall be drawn up after notice to the 
defaulter, and shall specify the time and place of sale, and shall also specify, as fairly and accurately as possible.— 

(a) complete description of the property to be sold: 

(b) the revenue, if any. assessed upon the property or any part thereof: 

(c) any incumbrance, grant or contract to which the property is known to be liable: 

(d) the amount for the recovery of which the sale is ordered: 

(e) the reserve price, if any. fixed by the recovery officer below which the property may not be sold: and 

(f) any other thing which die recovery officer considers it material for a purchaser to know, in order to judge the nature and 
value of the property. 

(2) .The place of sale specified under sub-regulation (1), shall be eitiier the office of die recovery officer or some other place 
appointed by him in diis behalf and situate on or near die properly to be sold. 

10. Mode of making proclamation.—(1) Every proclamation for the sale of immovable property shall be made at some 
place on ornear such property by beat of drum or odier customary method and a copy of die proclamation shall be affixed 
on a conspicuous part of the property and also upon a conspicuous part of the office of die recovery officer, 

(2) Where the recovery' officer so directs, such proclamation shall also be published in such other manner including 
publication in die local newspaper and the cost of sucli publication shall be deemed to be die cost of the sale. 

11. Time and comduct of sale;—(1) The sale shall not take place on a Sunday or odier holiday, or till after die expiration of 
at least thirty days from the date on which the copy of the proclamation was affixed in the office of the recovery officer or 
affixed on the property, whichever is lata. 
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(2) The sale shall be by public auction and shall be conducted either by the recovery officer in person or by a person 
specially appointed by him in this behalf, if the recovery officer is of the opinion that it will be more advantageous to appoint 
a person to sell a property. 

(3) Where the recovery officer has appointed a person to sell a property, he shall also fix the remuneration of such peron 
for such services and the remuneration payable to such person shall be deemed to be costs of the sale. 

12. Power to postpone sale.—The recovery officer may horn time to time postpone the sale. 

13. Stay of sale.—If at any time before the bidding at the auction is completed, the borrower pays, the dues of the approved 
institution together with all costs, charges and expenses incurred by the recovery officer in respect of the property which 
has been proclaimed for sale, to the Recovery officer or to the person appointed by him for conducting the sale, or proves 
to the satisfaction of such person that he has already paid the same to tire approved institution . the sale shall be stayed. 

14. Payment of deposit by highest bidder.—When the highest bid at the auction lias been ascertained, the person who 
made that bid shall, on the requisition of die recovery officer or the person appointed by him. at tire case may be. conducting 
the sale, deposit twenty five per cent, on the amount of his bid. and shall, on deposit thereof, be declared to be the pruchaser 
subject to the provisions hereinafter contained: 

Provided that no sale under this rule shall be made if the amount of bid by the highest bidder is less than the reserve price, 
if any specified under clause (e) of sub regulation (l)of regulation 9. 

15. Consequences of failure to pay deposit—If die person who made the highest bid fails to pay the deposit as required 
by regulation 14. the property shall forthwith be put up again and sold, and all expenses attending die first sale, and the 
deficiency of price, if any. which may happen on resale, may be recovered from him by the recovery officer. 

16. Time for payment in hill.—The full amount of the purchase money shall be paid by the purchaser witliin fifteen days 
of the bid. 

17. Procedure in default of payment.—In default of payment of the full amount of the purchase money within the period 
mentioned in regulation 16. die deposit referred to in regulation 14 sltall alter defraying die expenses of the sale, be forfeited 
and be applied in reduction of the dues, and the properly shall be resold, and the defaulting purchaser shall liavo no claim 
to die property or to any part of die sum for whch it may subsequently be sold. 

18. Application to set aside sale;—(1) At any time widiin diirty days from die dale of the Kile, application may be made lo 
the Housing Finance Institutions Debt Recovery Appellate Tribuiuil to set aside the sale on the ground of sonic material 
irregularity or mistake in publishing or conducting it 

Provided that a sale shall be aside only on the ground that the appellant has sustained injury by reason of such material 
Irregularity or mistake in non-servicc of notice requiring the borrower lo pay Hie dues or in publishing die proclamation or 
in the conduct of the sale. 

19. Order confirming or setting aside sale.—(1) After the expiration of thirty days from the dale of the sale, if no 
application under regulation 18 has been made, or if such application lias been made and rejected, the recovery officer shall 
make an order confirming die sale. and. if such application has been made and allowed, the recovery officer shall make nn 
order setting aside die sale. 

(2) An order made under dlls regulation shall be final. 

20. Refund of purchase money on setting aside of sale.—Whenever the sale of any property is sot aside, the purchaser 
shall be entitled to receive back liis purchase money. 

21. Proclamation after post|MHicmcnt or on resale.—A sale made after a postponement under regulation 12. and u resale 
consequent on a purtliasor’s default under regulation i 7 or on the setting aside of a sale under regulation 19. shall be made 
after the issue of a flesh proclamation In die manner hereinbefore prescribed for the sale. 

22. On confirmation of sale possession and certificate to he granted to purchaser—(I) After die sale has been continued 
in manner aforesaid die recovery officer shall pul the person declared to be the certified purchaser Into possession of the 
property sold, and shall grant him a certificate to the effect that ho lias purchased that proporty, 

(2) The certificate shall slate that the property was sold for the recovery of the amount due to an approved institution and 
shall set forth tiio encumbrances, grants, contracts and right of occupany. if any. specified in the proclamation of the sale. 

(3) Every certificate granted under sub-regulation (1) shall be deemed to be a document registrable as a conveyance under 
the provisions of the Registration Act, 1908 (16 of 1908). 

(4) The certified purchaser of any immovable properly shall be entitled to all rents and profits falling due in respect of the 
property after the date of the confirmation of the sale and be liable for all dues, cess and taxes falling due in respect llroKof 
after that date. 
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Procedure for sale of Movable Property 

23. Sale of Moveable Property.—The recovery officer may direct that an moveable propety mortgaged, pledged, 
hypothecated or assigned to the approved institution as security for any assistance in respect of which default has been 
made or such portion thereof as may seem necessary to satisfy the dues of the approved institution together with all costs, 
charges and expenses incurred by the recovery officer, shall be sold.
